One of the drawbacks of instant reviews 
of places, things, etc. on Google, Facebook, 
Trip Advisor, etc. is that the haters are 
usually the first—and sometimes only— 
people to post their opinions. Which are 
usually limited to one star (or whatever 
symbol a particular platform uses) and 
brief comments that never really explain 
his or her dissatisfaction.

Five Stars. The most amazing thing ever, 
or a book or album or whatever by one of 
my buddies. 


Four Stars. Above average but not 
mind-blowing or something by one of my 
buddies. 


Three Stars. Good. Nothing special. Okay, 
really good but not excellent. Dammit, 
where’s the three-and-a-half star option? 


Two Stars. Not good. This is the rating 
you should assign to something you don’t 
like, never one star. You should also 
offer some constructive comments. And 
before you post a bad review of a local 
restaurant or other business, address 
your concerns with the manager. If they 
comp you and you still post a bad review, 
you're a butthole. 


One Star. This should only be used if 
your life or the lives of your children were 
somehow threatened. And never for any 
bullshit reason like your server flirted with 
your date or threw food at you. That’s 
two stars. 


I hope this helps. And if you ever review 
The Beachcomber, remember that I’m 
your buddy.

Continuing our tie-in with The 
Beachcomber’s 15th anniversary in 
August. This issue, the spotlight shines 
on 20-year Destin resident Rikki 
Wheeler. “J wasn’t born here, but I 
got here as soon as I could,” she says. 
You can find her tending bar at Hog’s 
Breath in Destin every Tuesday and 
Saturday on the outside deck. Go see 
her—you'll find lots of Pokémon there. 


1. Where do you currently call 
home? 

Destin. I live in the old part of town 
way off 98. 


2. Where did you grow up, and how 
did you end up here? 

I was raised in Coos Bay, Oregon. I’ve 
never really grown up, but from there 
I moved to Reno, Nevada. From Reno, 
I moved to Montana, where I started 
my balloon business—I dressed up 
in costumes and delivered balloon 
bouquets. I jumped out of a cake once. 
Then I moved to Coeur d’Alene, Idaho, 
where I continued with the balloon 
business—I became the “Balloonatic” 
there and got into decorating for big 
events. In 1995, I moved to Destin—I 
had rolled my car on black ice in 
Montana and said, No more winters! 


3. How did you get into slinging 
drinks? 

I started at Damon’s in Fort Walton 
Beach, then went to Sharktooth 
in Destin, Buffalo’s Reef and some 
other places. I landed at Hog’s Breath 
eight years ago. I looked into doing 
the balloon thing here, but it’s too 
hot for costumes. If I ever get out 
of bartending, I might get into gift 
baskets and call myself “The Basket 
Case.” 


4. What do you think attracts people 
to Destin and the surrounding 
areas? 

I think it’s the small community 
feel. What really attracts me to Hog’s 
Breath is it’s where the locals go. Of 
course, the scenery here doesn’t suck! 


5. What do you like to do for fun? 
I drink heavily (laughs). I take my 
work seriously. I have to go home and 
practice. I’m a foodie, love to eat. And 
I play on the computer for endless 
hours, mostly slots and Facebook. 


6. What are some local attractions 
you’d recommend to visitors that 
they might not know about? 

My favorite place to go is the Destin 
Harbor to watch the fishermen bring 
in their catches. There are endless 
hours of entertainment down there. 
My favorite time to be there is October 
for the Destin Fishing Rodeo. When I 
worked down there, that was the best 
time to be on the docks. Listening to 
Bruce Cheves, the weighmaster. 


7. What is a typical workday like 
for you? 

It’s hell (laughs). No, it’s just fun to 
be there and make people feel good. 
I usually get there around 3 and— 
depending on the season—get home 
around 3 or 4 in the morning. Then I 
drink and get on the computer until 
about 8 or 9. It’s a vicious cycle. 


8. You’re a huge supporter of one of 
our favorite charities, the Florida 
Lottery. What’s been your biggest 
windfall so far? 

So far, about $1,000 on scratch tickets 
about three different times. I have a 
Powerball club and a Lotto club—they 
call me the Commish. If I hit a big 
jackpot, I’d love to go to the Grammys 
or the Emmys and just people watch. 


9. What’s one of your biggest pet 
peeves? 

Mean people. I look at my job like a 
kindergarten teacher—everyone has to 
play nice and share their toys or I put 
them on time out, also known as 86’ed. 


10. How would you describe the 
clientele at Hog’s Breath? 
What’s the line from “I Love This Bar” 


about prostitutes (laughs)? Just very 
friendly folks and very loyal.

From the Ozarks to NOLA to FoWal to 30A — 
The “Washboard” Jackson Story

We all know him as Franko 
“Washboard” Jackson, and most 
of us know him well given that he’s 
been playing in the area since 1987. 


When Jackson was 14 he tried his 
hand at guitar, but it was short lived. 
“IT didn’t do too much until I got a 
hold of a jug band record,” he says. 
“Those guys were playing anything, 
and I thought, That’s for me. It 
started out as just kind of a hobby.” 


In 1975, he owned his first washboard, 
and it would not be his last. Jackson 
lived in what he affectionately calls 
a “hippie commune” in the Ozarks 
where everyone either could play or 
was learning to play an instrument. 


In 1976, he and a couple friends 
hitchhiked down to New Orleans. 
Jackson left his washboard on the 
side of the road, but the journey 
wasn’t for naught. “I fell in love 
with the place,” Jackson says of the 
Crescent City. “I stayed there for 10 
years, up until we moved to Fort 
Walton Beach. 


“When I got to New Orleans I got 
a new washboard. I saw an ad in 
the Figaro paper—Jug band needs 
washboard player — nonprofessional 
only. | jumped on it. I had only been 
there for two weeks, and it was like 
it was meant to happen.” 


They became the Bad Oyster 
Band, made up of three medical 
professionals and Jackson. “I was 
the token hippie of the band,” he 
says. 


Jackson’s decade-long history with 
New Orleans runs deep. He worked 
at the famed music venue Tipitina’s 
when it first opened, eventually 
living in the apartments above it and 
playing multiple years at the New 
Orleans Jazz Festival. 


It was in New Orleans that Jackson 
met Eileen West, and as her children 
reached high school age they opted 
to relocate to the Emerald Coast. 
That was some 30 years ago, and 
he quickly started gigging with Billy 
Garrett under the moniker Willy and 
the Wahoos. The bones of Hubba 
Hubba were falling into place, and 
for Jackson and West the area was 
beginning to feel like home.

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“I kind of have a style of my own,” says 
Jackson. “Most washboard players 
play with thimbles, sticks or church 
keys, and I got into playing with these 
doggie brushes. I developed my own 
style and influenced a few people.” 


One of those people is drummer John 
Reinlie. “I’ve been kind of teaching 
him my style of washboard playing,” 
says Jackson. “(It) makes me feel so 
good that he’s interested in playing 
the way I play. He’s going to take it to 
the next level with all his talent. It’s 
not going to end with me, and I’m so 
happy about that.” 


Sitting in the Jackson-West home 
surrounded by artwork—and sipping 
home-brewed tea—Jackson is eager 
to show off the steps it takes to 
properly prepare a washboard for 
playing. “I’m so proud that I get to 
say that Fritz (Froeschner) worked on 
my axe,” he explains while revealing 
the wooden knob that controls the 
pickups to amplify his playing. 


Talking about the area’s music 
history, we touch on the recent losses 
of those close to Jackson—Marcus 
Buckner, Kenny Oliverio and Suzette 
DeJarnette. But as quick as he is to 
express sadness, he is grateful to the 
community for rallying around him 
on his medical journey for a liver 
transplant. 


To be activated on the list, a fundraiser 
was organized by Jim Richard and 
the staffs of Stinky’s and Trebeache 
in a two-week span. “That was a 
beautiful thing,” says Jackson. “The 
folks at Stinky’s took such good care 
of me. I am still overwhelmed every 
time I think about that—for all the 
support and how lucky I am.” 


For now, Jackson is simply waiting 
and continuing the required tests 
to monitor his MELD score that 
determines his placement on the 
transplant list. “I keep a backpack 
ready and am just waiting. It’s scary.” 
In the same breath, he is quick to 
reassure. “Everything considered, 
I’m doing good.” (For the latest 
updates, follow facebook.com/ 
frankophilefan.) 


As he waits, Jackson still performs 
weekly, primarily with Duck Phat 
at Stinky’s Sunday brunch. He also 
continues to paint, but that’s a whole 
other story.

Dining with Bruce Collier 


Zesty Baguette Bistro opened this 
spring, strategically positioned on 
Commons Drive to catch bridge traffic, 
and near several thriving business and 
shopping centers. The corner position 
gives it great visibility for tourists and 
for the working lunch trade. They are 
open daily, offering separate lunch and 
dinner menus. 


This area has plenty of Chinese, 
Japanese, Korean and Thai dining 
spots, but Vietnamese places are pretty 
rare. Vietnam was colonized for some 
years by the French, who were finally 
shown the door. They left, but the 
Vietnamese realized there were some 
things about their former occupiers 
that were worth keeping, among them 
bread and wine. Paris is filled with 
Vietnamese restaurants, many of them 
rated for fine cuisine. 


My family and I ate dinner at Zesty 
Baguette on a recent weeknight. The 
restaurant interior layout makes the 
most of a relatively small space. There 
are two dining areas, banquette-style 
and freestanding tables, with cloth 
napkins and fresh flowers. High ceilings 
with hanging lights, large potted plants, 
and draped windows create an air of 
openness and stylish comfort. 


We sat next to a window, something 
guaranteed to distract our five-year- 
old daughter Grace (the Tiny Diner, 
growing taller daily). Grace is in her 
less-than-adventurous eating years 
(as a toddler, she’d try whatever we 
offered her), though she can at least 
be persuaded to nibble. There is a 
children’s menu. 


The dinner menu offers crispy-bite 
and special small-bite appetizers, 
Vietnamese dishes, apple-kale salad 
options, Asian or arugula fusion 
salads, and French and New Orleans- 
inspired dishes. There are also daily 
specials listed on a chalkboard. 


We were not indulging that night, 
but I did notice that Zesty Baguette 
has an extensive wine list, as well 
as various beers (including one from 
Vietnam I’d like to try sometime). 


We started with two apps—spring 
rolls and beef rillettes. Other small 
bites were crispy beef ravioli, crispy 
honey chicken, lemongrass meatball, 
chimichurri chicken, salmon rillettes, 
and lemongrass steamed mussels. 


For the main course, I had already 
decided on one of the specials— 
curried scallops with local vegetables. 
My wife’s decision took a little 
longer—it was hard to decide. She 
chose something from the French- 
Orleans menu, boeuf bourguignon. 
TD got fried chicken and mac and 
cheese. 


The apps came. There were two 
spring rolls, large size, with carrots 
and lettuce, and a sweet dipping 
sauce. We shared, and while TD had 
to wait until hers had completely 
cooled (she has a hot food aversion, 
or so she tells us), she liked what she 
had. The wrappers are fried crisp, 
and there’s an abundance of chicken, 
shrimp and mushroom filling. These 
are definitely meat-lovers’ spring 
rolls. 


A Zesty, Happy Marriage of 
France and Vietnam 


The beef rillette was almost a meal in 
itself. Shredded beef is slow cooked in 
its own fat and juices, and seasoned 
with star anise, hoisin and pepper. 
You pull it apart (kind of like barbecue, 
really) and spread it on wedges of thick, 
crispy toasted bread. Zesty Baguette 
serves great bread. 


The main courses came as we 
finished the starters. My wife’s boeuf 
bourguignon smelled wonderful, as a 
bowl of thick beef chunks, vegetables, 
arugula, peppers and rich stock 
should. She got more bread, too. The 
beef was melting tender, and I think 
they had stirred some cheese into it 
(that was not on the menu description, 
but I think it was cheese). She took 
about half home. 


I dearly love a scallop, and plump 
scallops in a sweet, coconut and 
herb-based curry sauce did nothing 
to change my opinion. The curry 
was mild, and filled with colorful 
squash, greens, and crisp string beans. 
Steamed rice comes on the side. I took 
none home. 


Ordinarily I don’t sample TD’s food, 
but the chicken looked interesting. The 
breast had a darker batter I wanted to 
try. I’m glad I did. It was seasoned with 
five-spice, which really dresses up a 
kid’s meal. The mac and cheese looked 
house-made too, not the usual yellow 
stuff from a box. TD loved it. 


Other Vietnamese menu choices are 
ginger chicken, lemongrass chicken, 
seared steak with peppers and 
vegetables, yellow curry with a choice 
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of tofu, chicken, shrimp or salmon, rice 
with cucumber, pickled carrot and fish 
vinaigrette with choice of pork, chicken 
or shrimp. Dinner salads include 
apple/kale, spinach or arugula with 
various meats. 


The French/Orleans menu offers 
sirloin with kale-mashed potatoes, 
buttermilk pork loin, grilled salmon 
and shrimp, grilled lamb rack, and 
chicken paillard Milanese. 


The desserts were tiramisu and 
cheesecake. We passed, but my wife 
and I agreed we would be back.
